FOR  THE  GREATER  ENJOYMENT  OF  COINS 


Anyone  even  vaguely  familiar  with  our  publication  is  likely  to  be  aware  of  at  least 
one  fixed  Editorial  attitude.  The  Editor  is  sternly  convinced  that  there  is  more  to  coin 
collecting  than  the  simple  accumulation  of  numismatic  objects,  or  a breathless  concern 
over  practically  imaginary  die  varieties.  Every  advocate  of  a good  cause,  who  inevitably 
spends  years  preaching  to  the  heathen,  likes  to  find  himself  in  good  company.  In  unity 
there  is  strength,  as  the  Belgians  say.  It  was  therefore  with  great  interest  that  we  read 
the  introductory  paragraphs  to  a study  of  Russian  gold  coins  by  Mrs.  Elvira  Clain- 
Stefanelli  in  the  May  issue  of  Spink’s  Numismatic  Circular.  The  study  is  part  of  a general 
work,  now  nearing  completion,  dealing  with  gold  coins  of  the  world.  Mrs.  Stefanelli,  the 
wife  of  Dr.  Vladimir  Clain-Stefanelli  who  used  to  preside  over  the  Galleries  before  taking 
his  present  post  as  Curator  of  the  United  States  National  Coin  Collection  in  the  Smiths- 
onian Institution  in  Washington,  is  a keen  and  seasoned  Numismatist  in  the  best  sense  of 
that  much  abused  word.  We  are  taking  the  liberty  of  quoting  her  remarks  in  full.  Mrs. 
Stefanelli  writes  : 

“Coins  are  not  an  isolated  phenomenon  but  are  closely  interrelated  with  po- 
litical and,  especially,  with  economic  trends.  To  find  and  to  understand  the 
connection  between  coins  and  their  historical  background  is  our  main  intent. 
Consequently,  brief  abstracts  of  legislative  documents  precede,  insofar  as 
available,  the  description  of  each  issue.  Data  concerning  diameter,  weight,  fine- 
ness, or  edge  inscriptions  are  given  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  picture 
of  the  extrinsic  characteristics  of  the  various  coins.  Very  often  changes  in 
weight  or  fineness,  generally  neglected,  may  be  the  expression  of  profound 
economic  changes.  The  yearly  issue  numbers  of  the  different  denominations 
are  given,  even  if  these  may  seem  at  first  glance  to  be  minutiae  of  limited 
interest  only  as  an  indication  of  relative  rarity.  However,  considered  in  their 
entirety  they  reveal  a clear  ascending  and  descending  diagram  of  the  mone- 
tary evolution  as  a whole.  Particular  care  has  been  given  to  the  study  of 
artist-engravers  and  of  issuing  moneyers.  Such  study  should  help  us  to  alter 
the  usual  attitude  towrards  coins  as  a seemingly  lifeless  series  of  pure  me- 
chanical products  and,  instead,  to  determine  their  place  among  the  other 
artistic  creations  of  the  period.” 
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THE  NUMISMATIC  AND  CULTURAL  CONTRIBUTIONS  OF  SPANISH  GUIANA

In  his  article  “Coins  from  the  Old  Frontier,”  Dr.  Charles  Schwarzenberg  introduced 
us  to  another  frontier  quite  different  from  the  one  that  has  become  part  of  North  Amer- 
ican history  and  legend.  I agree  with  Dr.  Schwarzenberg’s  observation  that,  “there  is 
something  very  fascinating  about  the  different  meanings  associated  with  the  word  fron- 
tier.” With  this  thought  in  mind  I feel  the  reader  might  be  interested  in  a quick  look  at 
another  frontier  in  Latin  America  — one  that  has  an  historic  past,  but  is  still  alive  today. 

To  European  explorers  during  the  15th  and  16th  Centuries,  certain  words  had  partic- 
ular connotations.  For  the  purpose  of  my  discussion  I will  choose  the  word  “Guinea”  with 


the  meaning  of  “Lush,  profuse  and  rich,”  as  an  example  of  one  of  these  words.  Richness 
was  the  significance  Guinea,  “Guiana"  or  “Guayana,”  as  the  Spaniards  more  commonly 
called  the  colony  on  the  West  African  coast,  had  for  the  men  who  were  opening  some  of 
the  earliest  new  frontiers  of  modern  times.  As  a matter  of  fact  the  British  Guinea,  a coin 
minted  from  1663  to  1813,  received  its  name  because  it  was  first  struck  from  gold  originat- 
ing in  Africa. 

When  the  Spaniards  discovered  the  part  of  Venezuela  south  of  the  Orinoco  River 
they  promptly  gave  it  the  name  of  Spanish  Guiana,  because  of  the  beauty  and  wealth  it 
contained.  Directly  south  and  east  of  this  territory  other  European  nations  founded  col- 
onies, known  to  us  as  British  Guiana,  Dutch  Guiana  and  French  Guiana.  All  of  these 
lands,  including  the  major  portion  of  Spanish  Guiana,  are  still  frontiers  with  vast  un- 
explored regions. 
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Spanish  Guiana  and  Caracas  were  the  first  two  provinces  carved  by  the  Spanish 
kings  from  the  immense  expanse  of  land  known  as  the  New  Kingdom  of  Granada  to  form, 
in  1777,  the  Captaincy  General  of  Venezuela.  Spanish*  Guiana  covered  230,000  square  kilo- 
meters of  wealth  — a treasure  house  of  precious  wood,  gold  mines,  copper  and  iron  de- 
posits, asphalt  lakes,  wild  rubber  trees,  chicle,  quinine,  tonka  beans  and  clouds  of  birds  of 
strange  species,  to  name  only  a few  of  the  varieties  of  natural  resources  that  abounded 
there.  ^ 

The  business  of  the  first  settlements  set  up  to  support  missions  and  to  extract  wealth 
from  this  land  was  transacted  with  gold  nuggets  retrieved  from  the  alluvial  sides  of  the 
Yuruari  River,  up  through  the  war  of  independence  in  1820.  Naturally,  the  paradoxical  con- 
trast between  the  raw  gold  in  circulation  and  the  few  mediocre  fractional  coins  available 
emphasized  a distorted  situation  requiring  correction.  This  was  especially  true  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  gold  nuggets  were  only  useful  in  major  commercial  operations.  What 
medium  of  exchange,  therefore,  was  the  average  citizen  to  utilize  to  purchase  his  small 
precious  portions  of  olive  oil,  wine  and  flour,  indispensable  to  the  Spanish  taste?  The 
coins  minted  in  Caracas  were  few  and  tended  to  stay  in  that  city.  They  consisted  of 
Spanish  Colonial  y8,  y2,  1,2  and  4 Real  pieces.  The  small  number  of  these  that  trickled 

to  Spanish  Guiana  by  long  coastwise  sea  voyages  did  not  entirely  satisfy  the  necessity 
for  small  coinage  but  they  had  to  suffice  and  supplement  the  usual  barter  of  one  type 
of  goods  for  another.  The  Captaincy  General  of  Venezuela  was  also  relatively  poor,  com- 
pared to  other  colonies  such  as  Colombia  and  Peru,  and  suffered  from  a shortage  of  coin 
in  circulation.  Wealth  attracts  money  but  Venezuela’s  wealth  was  still  to  be  developed. 

The  city  that  was  to  become  the  commercial  and  cultural  center  of  Spanish  Guiana 
was  founded  in  1764  by  Sabas  Moreno  de  Mendoza  and  given  the  name  of  Santo  Tomas 
de  la  Nueva  Guayana.  The  Spanish  people  love  to  adapt  a name  to  the  circumstance,  or 
to  the  object  it  reminds  them  of  most.  So  they  shortly  thereafter  changed  the  name  of 
that  new  town  from  the  mouth  filling  Santo  Tomas  de  la  Nueva  Guayana  to  the  simple 
“Angostura.”  Why?  Because  Angostura  signifies  narrow.  The  spot  on  which  the  city  was 
founded  borders  one  of  the  narrowest  places  of  the  Orinoco  River.  It  is  also  on  an  im- 
posing elevation  which  affords  protection  against  the  tremendous  rise  of  the  Orinoco 
during  the  rainy  season.  Angostura,  for  historic  purposes,  has  the  distinction  of  having 
provided  the  seat  for  the  first  congress  of  the  new  republic,  the  celebrated  Congress  of 
Angostura  in  1819,  at  which  the  Liberator  Simon  Bolivar  gave  the  newly  freed  Venezuela 
its  first  form  of  organized  republican  government,  and  when  he  was  named  its  first 
president. 

While  we  all  cherish  the  study  of  general  history  for  the  charm  and  luster  it  oc- 
casionally gives  coins,  I will  leave  its  solemn  and  musty  details  to  the  scholars  of  battles 
and  heroic  deeds.  Instead  I will  attempt  to  blow  the  dust  from  two  no  less  historic  oc- 
currences which  took  place  in  Angostura.  They  will  be  more  interesting,  I believe,  to  the 
distinguished  readers  of  this  scholarly  publication.  I shall  venture  to  take  it  upon  myself 
to  introduce  the  discriminating  numismatist  to  the  connoisseur  of  fine  cocktails  by  con- 
sidering the  emergency  copper  coins  minted  in  Angostura  between  1813  and  1817,  as  well 
as  the  origin  of  the  famous  bitters,  first  brewed  there  about  the  same  time. 

Angostura  was  the  clearing  house  for  all  the  commerce  carried  on  the  Orinoco  River 
and  its  tributaries.  Necessity,  therefore,  compelled  the  Governor  of  Spanish  Guiana  in 
1813  to  issue  the  following  decree  : 

“Since  it  is  indispensable  to  cover  the  cost  of  self-preservation  and  defense 
of  the  province,  authority  is  hereby  assumed  to  mint  coins  made  of  copper 
in  denominations  of  and  14  real  equal  to  the  sum  of  twenty-five  and  fifty 
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thousand  pesos  or  more,  if  necessary.  The  said  coins  are  to  be  round  and 
contain  on  one  side  the  inscription  of  Fernando  \ II  in  a wreathed  border  with 
a lion  in  the  center,  and  on  the  other  side  a castle  and  the  word  GUAYANA.” 

The  dies  for  each  of  the  two  denominations  were  made  by  two  different  diesinkers  and 
presented  to  the  governor  of  the  province.  The  governor  kept  a stock  of  the  dies  and 
records  of  their  use. 

The  pieces  in  question  have  on  the  obverse  field  a rampant  lion,  with  a royal  crown 
on  its  head,  facing  left  and  crudely  executed,  with  the  following  legend  around  the  border  : 
F.  VII./AftO(sic)  DF  1813.  The  reverse  field  is  occupied  by  the  battlements  of  a castle, 
with  the  valuation  on  the  left  and  the  following  legend:  PROVINCIA  DF  GVAIANA. 
The  lion  and  castle,  of  course,  represent  the  Spanish  Provinces  of  Leon  and  Castilla 
wdiose  kings  drove  the  Moors  from  Spain  and  established  the  dynasty  which  made  that 
nation  master  of  the  world  for  quite  a few  generations. 

The  coins  were  so  poorly  struck  that  it  is  impossible  to  secure  a specimen  having 
complete  legends  on  obverse  and  reverse.  It  is  only  by  careful  examination  of  a number  of 
pieces  that  a person  can  gather  the  threads  of  the  complete  legends.  The  same  dilemma 
presents  itself  in  attempting  to  secure  a coin  having  clear  outlines  of  the  lion  and  castle. 
Xo  two  pieces  are  known  to  be  exactly  alike.  The  castle,  for  instance,  varies  in  the  number 
of  battlements,  from  three  to  five.  For  this  reason  line  drawings  of  the  type  have  been 
used  to  illustrate  this  article  since  it  is  almost  impossible  to  secure  a clear  photograph  of 
a single  example. 


The  diameter  of  the  coin  varies  between  21.5  and  30  millimeters,  and  different  degrees 
of  circumference  are  encountred  without  ever  finding  a perfect  circle.  The  thicker  pieces, 
however,  usually  are  the  earlier  ones  (i.  e.,  1813  and  1814),  indicating  that  as  copper  be- 
came scarcer  the  planchets  were  hammered  more  thinly.  The  rarest  date  in  the  x/2  Real 
piece  is  1817,  the  last  year  of  issue,  as  very  little  metal  was  left  and  few  coins  w'ere 
minted.  The  % Real,  however,  is  extremely  rare.  Only  two  specimens  are  known  to  the 
writer. 

These  coins,  crudely  and  inartistically  struck,  wTere  widely  copied  by  the  ever  alert 
businessman  who  wished  to  profit  by  the  difference  between  the  cost  of  the  metal  and 
their  face  value.  When  the  Spanish  authorities  learned  about  the  surreptitious  mintings 
the  situation  was  too  far  out  of  hand  to  control.  They  attempted  to  amortize  the  issue 
by  a royal  decree  in  August,  1818.  Shortly  thereafter,  however,  the  province  fell  into  the 
hands  of  the  patriots  and  with  it,  the  dies  themselves. 

The  Spanish/Creole  residents  of  Guiana  then,  had  their  own  money.  Although  poorly 
struck,  inartistic  and  of  base  metal,  it  was  theirs,  as  indigenous  to  Guiana  as  the  fabulous 
wealth  which  later  w^as  to  be  exploited  more  fully.  Gold  nuggets  and  copper  coins  are  a 
true  paradox  representing  two  extremes,  but  then,  Latin  America  is  a paradox,  at  least 
to  the  Anglo-Saxon. 
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In  mentioning  the  so-called  varieties  of  the  Guiana  pieces,  it  is  well  to  remember  the 
makeshift  manner  in  which  the  coins  were  made.  Planchets  were  cut  from  strips  of  cop- 
per with  chisel  and  hammer.  Each  piece  was  then  placed  on  top  of  the  reverse  die  which 
was  usually  fixed  in  a hole  in  an  anvil.  The  obverse  die  was  engraved  on  an  iron  rod  and 
this,  in  turn,  was  struck  with  a sharp  blow  to  allow  for  simultaneous  impressions.  Dies 
broke  or  cracked,  true,  but  the  same  dies  could  hardly  reproduce  exactly  similar  coins 
due  to  variations  in  blows,  and  the  rotation  of  the  obverse  die.  What  is  therefore  pur- 
ported to  be  a never-ending  series  of  dies  is  really  a variation  on  the  same  theme.  Cer- 
tainly all  dies  were  handmade  but  time  and  the  elements  at  the  disposal  of  the  diesinker 
did  not  permit  the  profusion  of  dies  which  several  worthy  friends  of  mine  have  written 
about. 

When  these  coins  were  being  minted  and  utilized  by  the  populace  and  revolutionary 
fighting  was  hitting  Angostura  like  the  waves  of  the  sea,  a young  German  physician  was 
practicing  his  profession  for  the  most  part  in  that  city.  His  name  was  Dr.  Juan  Teofilo 
Benjamin  Siegert.  He  had  become  a doctor  of  the  revolutionary  army. 

In  1811  when  Dr.  Siegert  was  fresh  out  of  medical  school  in  Hamburg,  Germany,  he 
became  interested  in  the  offer  of  one  Luis  Lopez  Mendez.  Lopez  Mendez  was  a Venezuelan 
patriot  who  visited  London  and  the  Continent  in  search  of  talent  to  help  the  cause  of 
liberation  from  Spain.  He  had  already  rounded  up  several  soldiers  of  fortune,  technicians 
and  other  useful  men  in  Hamburg  when  young  Siegert  came  along.  Being  of  a youthful, 
swashbuckling  spirit,  Dr.  Siegert  accepted  the  pay  of  60  Pesos  a month  and  shortly  there- 
after embarked  for  his  post  in  Angostura.  It  did  not  take  Benjamin  Siegert  long  to  be- 
come acclimated.  He  was  attracted  to  the  new  world  because  of  his  insatiable  love  for 
nature  and  for  adventure.  Shortl}r  after  he  arrived  he  married  a lady  from  Angostura 
society.  Siegert  fitted  into  the  pattern  of  Creole  life  as  neatly  as  the  obsidional  copper 
coins. 

About  1817  a cholera  epidemic  broke  out  in  Angostura  and  Dr.  Siegert  was  hard 
pressed.  He  could  not  find  anything  to  relieve  the  volatile  reactions  of  the  stomachs  of 
his  patients.  Lie  thereupon  decided  to  experiment  with  strange  and  wonderful  potions 
extracted  from  native  plants.  To  sum  up,  he  invented  a bitter  concoction  brewed  from  no 
less  than  26  different  elements,  a combination  of  roots,  bark,  seeds  and  leaves  found  in 
Guiana.  Included  were  tonka  beans,  fragrant  seeds  which  for  years  supplied  the  base  of 
many  French  perfumes,  and  quina  bark.  The  remaining  24  ingredients  are  not  so  well- 
known.  The  compound  gave  comfort  and  relief  to  the  cholera  victims  and  its  use  was 
gradually  disseminated  throughout  the  entire  colony. 

Dr.  Siegert  had  four  daughters  and  one  son  with  his  first  wife.  The  son  and  wife 
died  early  in  life.  He  then  remarried  and  had  several  sons  by  the  second  wife.  These 
fellows  took  a commercial  interest  in  the  medicinal  compound  created  by  their  father. 
Eventually  they  moved  to  Trinidad,  which  is  adjacent  to  Venezuela.  The  name  of  Angos- 
tura Bitters  stuck  to  the  medicine  and,  in  time,  like  all  good  products,  it  found  its  way 
around  the  world.  To  this  day  the  Siegert  family,  part  of  which  remained  in  Angostura 
and  part  of  which  moved  to  Trinidad,  has  kept  the  formula  secret.  The  bitters  are  actually 
manufactured  in  Trinidad,  but  principally  with  ingredients  still  originating  in  Venezuela. 
The  City  of  Angostura  had  its  name  changed  in  1846  to  Ciudad  Bolivar,  in  honor  of  its 
liberator,  the  name  still  in  use. 

Dr.  Siegert  prospered  and  lived  to  a ripe  old  age  dying  during  the  last  years  of  the 
19th  Century.  His  concoction  to  relieve  cholera  pains  is  now  largely  utilized  to  add  aroma 
and  bouquet  to  the  drinks  of  modern  society.  On  the  other  hand,  the  humble  copper  *4 
and  j/2  Real  coins  are  only  known  among  numismatists.  They  are  silent  and  do  not  have 
the  same  socially  stimulating  effect  created  by  alcoholic  cocktails.  But  if  they  were  able 
to  talk,  a vivid  drama  of  raw,  tropical,  frontier  life  would  unfold  with  all  its  brilliant  color.

His  Serene  Highness  Prince  Charles  Sclnvarzenberg,  Regent  of 
the  Grand  Priory  of  the  Order  of  Malta  in  Bohemia,  and  Knight  of 
the  Golden  Fleece,  participated  in  the  election  as  an  Elector.  Prince 
Sclnvarzenberg  is  known  to  the  readers  of  the  Review  as  our  frequent 

Charles  Schwarzenberg. 


The  Constantine  Order  of  St.  George 


We  are  pleased  to  inform  our  readers  that  Mr.  George  Weyr,  of 
the  Coin  Galleries  Staff,  has  been  made  a Knight  of  Grace  of  the  Con- 
stantine Order  of  St.  George,  by  the  Grandmaster,  IT.  R.  H.  the  Duke 
of  Castro,  head  of  the  Royal  Family  of  Naples.  Mr.  Weyr  is  already  a 
Magistral  Knight  of  Malta,  Grand  Priory  of  Bohemia. 

Mr.  James  C.  Risk,  another  frequent  contributor  to  the  Review, 
has  been  given  the  Lateran  Cross,  1st  Class  in  gold.  Mr.  Risk,  a Knight 
of  Grace  of  the  Constantine  Order  since  1946,  had  received  the  3rd  Class  Lateran  Cross 
in  1947.  The  award  of  the  cross  is  controlled  by  the  Vatican. 


The  Order  of  the  Garter 

On  May  3,  1962,  it  was  announced  from  Buckingham  Palace  that  the 
Queen  had  been  pleased  to  confer  the  Order  of  the  Garter  on  the  Lord 
Wakehurst,  K.C.M.G.,  Governor  of  Northern  Ireland.  Lord  Wakehurst 
is  Lord  Prior  of  the  Order  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem  in  England.  The 
roots  of  this  Order  are  traced  back  to  the  English  branch  of  the  Order 
of  Malta  that  existed  before  the  Reformation. 

The  appointment  of  Lord  Wakehurst  brings  the  membership  of  the 
Garter  up  to  its  constituent  strength  of  26  Knights.  He  will  be  invested 
by  Her  Majesty  at  Windsor  on  June  18th,  just  before  the  Garter  Installation  Service  to 
be  held  on  that  day  in  St.  George’s  Chapel.  Mr.  Risk,  who  has  written  several  articles  on 
the  Orders  of  Knighthood  for  the  Review’,  will  attend  the  Installation  as  a guest  of  one 
of  the  Knights. 
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The  Birthday  Honors  List 

On  the  occasion  of  the  Queen’s  Official  Birthday,  June  2,  1962,  the  usual  List  of  ap- 
pointments to  the  various  British  Orders  of  Knighthood  was  issued.  While  there  were 
three  awards  of  the  Grand  Cross  of  the  Bath,  the  greatest  interest  for  Americans  centers 
on  the  Order  of  the  British  Empire.  Mr.  Alex  Faulkner,  chief  correspondent  of  the  Lon- 
don DAILY  TELEGRAPH  in  New  York,  was  given  the  C.B.E.,  or  3rd  Class  of  the  Order. 
The  TELEGRAPH  commented  that  Mr.  Faulkner  “has  made  many  friends  for  America 
in  Britain  and  a lot  more  in  America  for  himself,”  in  his  28  years  service  here.  Comman- 
der Edward  Whitehead,  whose  familiar  bearded  countenance  is  associated  with  the 
Schweppes  ads,  was  given  an  O.B.E.,  or  4th  Class  of  the  Order. 


Foreign  Awards  for  Americans 

It  may  not  be  widely  known  that,  owing  to  an  archaic  regulation,  American  Service 
Men  and  civilian  employees  of  the  U.  S.  Government  are  not  permitted  to  accept  Orders 
and  Decorations  from  foreign  Governments  except  in  time  of  war.  In  the  latter  case, 
Congress  customarily  passes  a law  permitting  Americans  to  accept  recognized  distinctions 
from  governments  or  Sovereigns  who  are  “on  our  side.”  This  prohibition  has  never  ap- 
plied to  private  individuals  not  in  Government  employ. 

The  system  in  peacetime  is  awkward  to  a degree.  An  American  official  is  often  put 
in  a difficult  position  when  lie  must  explain  to  foreigners  that  although  he  appreciates 
their  wish  to  honor  him  as  an  American,  he  cannot  accept  now,  only  later.  The  Govern- 
ments in  question  regularly  deliver  the  decorations  to  the  State  Department  where  they 
are  put  in  cold  storage  until  Congress  passes  a peacetime  law  permitting  them  to  be 
accepted.  On  June  4th  the  New  York  Times  printed  the  following  comment: 

“Hardware  Coming  Lp 

A mighty  collection  of  medals  and  decorations  from  foreign  governments 
may  be  hauled  out  of  State  Department  vaults  soon. 

The  Army,  Navy,  Air  Force  Journal  and  Register  has  been  keeping  an 
eye  on  a bill  that  would  allow  United  States  officers  to  accept  foreign  honors 
bestowed  over  the  last  fifteen  years.  The  Senate  has  passed  the  bill  and  the 
House  is  expected  to  do  so  soon. 

Admiral  Arleigh  A.  Burke,  former  Chief  of  Naval  Operations,  would  get 
the  biggest  assortment,  twenty-seven  medals;  Gen.  Thomas  D.  White,  former 
Air  Chief  of  Staff,  eighteen,  and  Gen.  J.  Lawton  Collins,  former  Army  Chief 
of  Staff,  seven. 

A tiger  skull,  two  Bukhara  rugs,  ornamental  daggers  and  the  Laotian 
Royal  Order  of  the  Million  Elephants  and  White  Parasol  are  among  items 
in  the  sequestered  treasure.”

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BERLIN  AND  ZURICH  AS  NUMISMATIC  CENTERS

Tn  my  previous  article  on  this  subject  I discussed  Paris  and  Copenhagen  as  two  of 
t lie  most  important  coin  capitals  in  Europe.  I will  now  consider  Berlin  and  Zurich,  two 
other  cities  with  major  numismatic  attractions  in  their  own  right,  in  addition  to  their 
other  better  publicized  qualifications  which  draw  thousands  of  American  tourists  to  them 
each  year. 


I arrived  in  Berlin  early  in  July  of  1961,  just  a few  weeks  before  the  infamous  wall

vas  thrown  up  and  was  thus  able  to  go  through  the  Brandenburg  Gate  and  visit  East 
Berlin.  The  eastern  sector  is  important  to  the  numismatist  because  the  Berlin  Museum  is 
ocated  in  that  part  of  the  city.  This  Museum  is  a general  Art  Museum  housed  in  a 
omplex  of  several  buildings.  The  “Munzkabinett”  contains  the  German  National  Numis- 
natic  Collection,  one  of  the  world’s  finest  groupings  of  coins  and  medals.  Fortunately, 
lone  of  the  collection  was  lost  during  World  War  IT,  although  the  museum  buildings  were 
I ni te  badly  scarred  by  shell  fire. 


Approximately  5.000  coins  are  on  open  display  in  eight  rooms  in  a special  wing,  while 
he  research  collection  contains  over  100,000  additional  pieces.  The  exhibits  arc  largely 
onfined  to  the  coins  of  Greece,  Rome,  Byzantium  and  Germany,  arranged  in  wall  cases. 
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In  most  instances  two  coins  of  each  variety  are  mounted  so  that  the  viewer  may  see  both 
the  obverse  and  reverse.  Each  coin  is  fully  identified  with  a printed  card. 

The  work  of  Karl  W.  Becker  (1772-1830),  probably  the  world’s  best  known  counter- 
feiter of  ancient  and  classical  coins,  occupies  a prominent  spot  here.  A large  number  of 
his  dies  and  coins  are  shown.  Nearby  the  visitor  may  compare  Becker’s  work  with  genuine 
examples  of  the  pieces  he  so  expertly  copied. 

I he  forgery  of  coins  became  a fine  art  in  the  hands  of  Becker,  who  spent  most  of  his 
working  life  in  Offenbach,  near  Frankfurt.  After  failing  as  a wine  merchant,  he  became 
an  antiquarian.  He  had  received  training  as  a die  cutter  at  the  Munich  Mint  and  used  to 
amuse  himself  copying  ancient  Greek  coins  in  gold.  Soon  the  legend  grew  up  that,  though 
his  collection  was  small,  it  held  some  superb  choice  pieces  that  might  well  grace  the 
cabinets  of  princes. 

Early  in  the  clever  forger’s  career,  a nobleman  of  Munich  had  sold  him  a coin  which 
turned  out  to  be  false.  When  he  complained  of  the  deception,  the  Baron  merely  laughed 
at  him  and  abused  him  for  not  knowing  his  own  business.  So  here  was  a chance  to  get 
his  own  back  — he  would  fleece  others  as  he  had  been  fleeced.  He  ultimately  succeeded 
in  duping  the  very  Baron  who  had  duped  him.  So  sweet  were  the  fruits  of  deception,  and 
so  profitable,  that  henceforth  Becker  made  coin  forgery  his  profession. 

Becker  was  particularly  adept  at  copying  Roman  and  Visigothic  coins,  though  he  had 
some  difficulty  in  “catching  the  spirit’’  of  Greek  coin  art.  At  the  Berlin  Museum  Becker 
is  exposed,  for  even  the  neophyte  collector  can  easily  learn  to  distinguish  between  his 
forgeries  and  authentic  ancient  coins. 

Many  unusual  items  of  numismatic  interest  are  contained  in  the  Munzkabinett.  Among 
these  is  a huge  brass  wine  keg  of  the  18th  Century  decorated  with  several  hundred 
authentic  German  Talers.  There  is  also  a beautiful  stained  glass  window  showing  a series 
of  portraits  of  16th  Century  German  mint  workers.  For  those  interested  in  the  techniques 
of  coining,  several  German  coin  presses  are  on  display,  including  one  of  the  18th  Century. 
The  Munzkabinett’s  library  is  a fine  one  and  several  glass  cases  have  been  set  aside  for 
an  exhibit  of  a number  of  choice  and  classical  numismatic  volumes. 

It  is  easy  to  find  common  gold  on  sale  in  Europe  these  days.  Banks  in  West  Berlin 
buy  and  sell  gold  coins  of  the  world  to  collectors,  but  not  on  quite  as  large  a scale  as  the 
Zurich  banks.  Gold  bullion  is  also  bought  and  sold  at  many  West  Berlin  banks.  Small 
gold  ingots,  clearly  marked  with  their  weight  and  the  name  of  the  issuing  bank,  are  often 
purchased  by  collectors  as  numismatic  items  — but  they’re  “verboten’’  for  American  col- 
lectors. 

An  office  of  the  Berliner  Commerzbank  on  the  Kurfurstendamm,  in  the  heart  of  the 
downtown  section,  maintains  a unique  display  of  gold  coins  in  order  to  attract  business. 
About  20  coins,  representing  as  many  countries,  are  mounted  on  a revolving  wheel,  and 
when  the  coin  reaches  the  3 o’clock  position,  it  is  specially  illuminated  and  identified  as 
to  country  and  denomination.  The  United  States  is  represented  in  this  exhibit  by  a 19th 
Century  Double  Eagle. 

Since  West  Germany’s  economy  has  recovered  so  remarkably  after  the  devastation 
of  World  War  II,  collectors  are,  in  general,  more  prosperous  than  ever  before.  As  a re- 
sult there  has  been  a great  demand  in  the  past  several  years  for  gold  coins  as  well  as  for 
gold  commemorative  medals. 
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A high  percentage  of  the  jewelry  shops  in  the  center  of  town  carry  stocks  of  con- 
temporary gold  coins  and  coin  jew’elry,  from  gold  coin  cuff  links  to  gold  coin  bracelets. 
The  coins  used  in  most  cases  are  not  replicas,  but  are  the  authentic  pieces. 

While  in  West  Berlin,  I made  it  a point  to  see  Mr.  Karl  Grabow,  one  of  Germany’s 
best  known  numismatists,  who  prepared  most  of  the  material  on  German  gold  coins  for 
Friedberg’s  “Gold  Coins  of  the  World.”  Mr.  Grabow  told  me  he  is  currently  working  on 
the  revised  edition  of  this  volume.  He  said,  “My  major  task  is  to  correct  errors  which 
crept  into  the  first  edition,  and  to  list  those  gold  coins  which  did  not  originally  appear, 
particularly  some  very  rare  pieces.” 

There  are  two  major  coin  organizations  in  West  Berlin,  the  Berlin  Numismatic 
Society,  founded  in  1843,  and  the  “Munzen  Freunde.”  The  latter  can  be  called  a German 
version  of  the  familiar  American  Coin  Club. 

All  coins  for  East  Germany  are  struck  at  the  huge  mint  in  East  Berlin.  Coins  for 
\\  est  Germany  are  struck  in  four  different  mints  — at  Munich,  Stuttgart,  Karlsruhe  and 
Hamburg. 

Political  conditions  permitting,  any  numismatist  who  happens  to  get  to  West  Berlin 
should  cross  over  to  the  eastern  sector  and  view  the  collection  at  the  Berlin  Museum. 
Jt  is  certainly  one  of  the  best  in  Europe  and  in  the  world. 

I had  the  opportunity  to  visit  Zurich  on  three  different  occasions,  and  each  time  I 
noted  a marked  increase  in  numismatic  activity.  In  this  metropolis  of  450,000,  the  largest 
city  in  Switzerland,  the  banks  are  dealing  in  coins  for  collectors  on  a larger  scale  than 
ever  before.  A few  of  the  bigger  banks  maintain  complete  numismatic  departments,  and 
many  have  impressive  window  displays  of  ancient  and  contemporary  gold  and  siver  coins. 

The  Union  Bank  of  Switzerland  maintains  money  exchange  offices  at  Zurich  and 
Geneva  airports  where  gold  coins  of  the  world  are  available  to  collectors.  “We  sell  gold 
pieces  to  collectors  from  all  over  the  map,”  the  manager  of  the  Zurich  airport  office  told 
me.  “American  collectors  especially  have  done  considerable  buying  here  during  recent 
years.” 

Zurich  is  also  taking  on  greater  importance  as  a world  “clearinghouse”  for  gold 
coins.  Gold  moves  freely  here.  For  example,  a Swiss  citizen  can  buy  gold  bullion  in  Zurich, 
have  it  shipped  to  the  Austrian  Mint  at  Vienna,  and  have  struck  all  the  one  and  four 
Ducat  pieces  bearing  the  date  1915  he  wants.  Americans  are  barred  from  engaging  in  this 
type  of  sport. 

A Swiss  banker  explained  to  me  why  his  city  is  so  important  in  the  world  of  numis- 
matics. “Zurich  has  been  called  the  ‘crossroads  of  Europe.’  The  principal  rail  and  air 
lines  cut  through  here  and  many  tourists  stop  over  in  search  of  coins.  I have  met  collec- 
tors from  California  to  New  York,  and  from  London  to  Istanbul,”  he  said.  “Further, 
Zurich  has  taken  on  more  importance  as  a center  for  coin  dealings  in  recent  years  since 
much  of  the  international  business  formerly  transacted  in  Germany  before  World  War 
II  is  now  done  here,”  the  Banker  concluded. 

The  Swiss  themselves  are  avid  collectors  and  numismatists.  One  of  the  finest  col- 
lections of  classic  Swiss  coins  is  reputedly  owned  by  a Zurich  streetcar  conductor! 

The  Landesmuseum  near  the  railroad  station  in  downtown  Zurich  maintains  an  ex- 
traordinarily fine  collection  of  coins  and  medals.  I was  fortunate  in  being  shown  around 
by  Dr.  Deitrich  Schwarz,  curator  of  the  Swiss  national  numismatic  collection  here.  Over 
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100,000  coins  and  medals  are  contained  in  the  Landesmuseuin,  including  several  thousand 
that  are  on  open  display  in  various  parts  of  the  large  building. 


One  of  the  most  recent  acquisitions  available  for  the  visitor  to  see  is  a hoard  of 
Roman  Silver  coins  uncovered  near  Zurich  three  years  ago.  The  clay  jar  in  which  the 
coins  were  almost  perfectly  preserved  for  nearly  2,000  years  is  also  included  in  the  display. 
Other  exhibits  include  coins  of  Helvetia,  the  name  of  ancient  Switzerland  during  the  time 
of  the  Roman  Empire.  A large  set  of  ancient  Celtic  gold  coins  highlights  another  impor- 
tant showcase. 


“Our  collection  of  Swiss  coins  is  the  best  in  the  world,”  commented  Dr.  Schwarz. 
“We  are  continually  making  new  additions  and  presently  planning  to  expand  our  public 
exhibit  area.  Right  now  we  have  too  many  good  coins  that  should  be  on  open  display  still 
locked  in  vaults.  While  our  holdings  of  Greek,  Roman  and  Byzantine  coins  are  also  quite 
extensive,  even  finer  collections  can  be  found  in  the  Historical  Museum  at  Geneva,”  he 
added. 


Since  about  30  separate  mints  operated  in  Switzerland  at  one  time  or  another,  coins 
of  this  country  are  abundant  in  both  number  and  variety.  Before  the  confederation  of 
Switzerland  in  the  middle  of  the  19th  Century,  each  large  city  had  its  own  mint.  Since 
1850,  however,  coins  have  been  struck  only  at  Berne,  the  capital. 


We  may  conclude  by  saying  that  Berlin  and  Zurich  should  be  on  the  itineraries  of 
those  collectors  who  have  the  opportunity  to  visit  Europe.  And  one  last  word  — when 
you  do  arrive  at  these  two  cities,  allow  yourself  plenty  of  time  for  “numismatic  ex- 
ploration.”

The  commonest  varieties  are  French  and  Swiss  10  and  20  Francs,  Dutch  5 and  10  Florins, 
Italian  20  Lire,  German  20  Marks  and  British  Sovereigns. 


The  I.  A.  P.  N.  requests  the  cooperation  of  everyone  in  quickly  securing  accurate 
information  on  the  subject.  It  will  act  as  a clearing  house  for  the  information  in  order 
that  the  most  efficient  steps  to  deal  with  this  nuisance  may  be  taken.

Kegs  of  the  coins  wrere  shipped  to  pay  for  imports 
of  spices,  porcelains,  tea  and  silks.  It  was  the  Chinese  custom  for  the  mer- 
chant to  “chop"  or  stamp  the  Dollars  with  a house  mark  as  an  indication  of 
their  genuineness.

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A COMMENTARY  ON  SOME  NEW  BOOKS

The  professional  numismatist  becomes  adept  at  noticing  even  the  smallest  straws 
in  the  wind  which  indicate  the  direction  the  Collector’s  interest  will  turn  next.  For 
sometime  now  it  has  been  apparent  that  there  has  been  a growing  attention  being 
paid  to  the  British  and  Commonwealth  series.  Since  our  last  issue  the  straws  have 
grown  into  the  size  of  logs.  Two  of  the  logs  in  question  take  the  form  of  new  books, 
both  of  them  excellent  and  a credit  to  their  authors  and  publishers.  We  refer  to  Fried- 
berg’s,  “Coins  of  the  British  World — Complete  from  500  A.D.  to  the  Present,”  and 
the  Whitman  publication,  “A  Guidebook  of  British  Coins’”,  by  Ken  Bressett. 

Of  the  two,  Friedberg’s  book  is  by  far  the  more  ambitious  effort.  Cast  in  the  same 
format  as  his  justifiably  well-known  “Gold  Coins  of  the  World”,  the  author  has  rendered 
the  numismatist  and  the  Collector  a great  service.  For  the  first  time,  to  our  knowledge, 
the  British  and  British  Imperial  series  are  given  an  extensive  treatment  between  the 
covers  of  one  volume,  complete  with  subsidiary  information  and  lavish  illustrations. 
This  book  deserves  a place  in  the  library  of  even  the  most  advanced  Collector  because 
of  the  ease  with  which  it  can  be  used  as  a quick  reference.  The  Editor  himself  finds 
it  useful  and  there  is  no  greater  compliment  he  can  give.  The  negative  qualities  inherent 
in  any  publishing  effort  do  not  detract  from  this  usefulness.  If  the  prices  given  are 
more  in  accord  with  what  may  be  expected  in  the  future  than  the  present,  that  is  a 
difficulty  the  knowledgeable  Collector  will  quickly  adjust  himself  to  and  make  allowances 
accordingly.  The  most  serious  fault  to  be  found  lies  in  having  reproduced  the  gold 
section  from  the  author’s  earlier  publication  with  no  attempt  to  correct  some  rather 
marked  errors  in  listing  and  without  indicating  that  the  whole  price  structure  for  British 
Gold  must  be  drastically  revised  upward  to  reflect  the  changes  in  the  British  Market. 

Bressett’s  “A  Guidebook  of  English  Coins”  has  been  designed  to  match  in  format 
Whitman’s  other  publications  on  the  U.  S.  and  Canadian  series.  Dealing  only  with 
English  coins  of  the  19th  and  20th  Centuries,  it  does  not  claim  to  have  the  same  broad 
scope  as  Friedberg’s.  But  within  the  limits  he  has  set  Bressett  has  produced  an  ex- 
cellent handbook  of  great  value.  Particular  attention  is  devoted  to  rarities  in  the  series. 
For  the  first  time  the  figures  indicating  the  quantities  of  each  denomination  struck 
each  year  are  given.  These  figures  are  available  in  individual  Royal  Mint  Annual  reports 
but  have  never  been  within  such  easy  reach  of  the  Collector  before.  This  book  in  no 
way  detracts  from,  or  duplicates,  others  dealing  with  the  same  subject  because  of  the 
useful  and  specialized  attention  it  devotes  to  the  English  issues  of  the  last  century  and 
a half.  The  prices  indicated  are  generally  in  step  with  reality.  The  publishers  too  are  to 
be  congratulated  in  making  such  a neat,  clean,  hard  cover  volume  available  at  the 
surprisingly  modest  price  of  $1.00. 

Whitman,  clearly  an  enterprising  organization,  has  also  produced  another  book  on 
a subject  that  seems  so  obvious  one  wonders  why  nobody  thought  of  it  before.  We 
refer  to  Thomas  W.  Becker’s,  “Pageant  of  World  Commemorative  Coins.”  Even  though 
he  knows  better,  the  word  “Commemorative”’  always  makes  the  Editor  squirm  because 
it  reminds  him  of  the  U.  S.  Commemoratives  which  seem  to  inspire  some  of  the  least 
numismatic  qualities  in  many  Collectors.  Becker  has  at  last  taken  foreign  Commemor- 
ative issues  and  organized  them  so  that  the  Collector  can  see  the  series  as  a whole. 
Good  for  him,  we  say.  His  effort  is  an  excellent  one  and  has  our  support  and  admiration. 
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
